Inthe 
absence of more exciting amusement the 
members introduce dog-laws and laws to in- 
crease the bounty on wolf-scalps and to pun- 
ish abduction with hanging. 
The reason for this vast difference in the 
aspect of the two capitals is to be found in 
the difference between the political interests 
in issue. In Illinois they are choosing a 
Senator; in Missouri they are merely legis- 
lating for the State. 
In other words, one Legislature is looking 
after the interests of the politicians; the 
other is looking after the interests of the 
people.
